goes dry for the want of something 
to drink even if the country Is arid 
and so dry that the boys have to be 
soaked once a week and make them 
hold slop. 

I would like to see one of (bote 
Eastern rains fall that last whole 
week, for I hav'nt seen a drop of 
waterfall this winter— jn»t snow 
on top ol snow, and it gets cold 
here.
